»/ Owever the Juſtice of His Majeſtics cauſe, the wicked- 
$ neſſe of thoſe Rebells, and my own Tntegyrity , are all 
ot them (o cleare ar d evidenr, that to doe any thing 
& which in the leaſt meaſure may ſeeme to deſcend to 
2 a diſpute, or to hold ſach enemies 2s a confiderable 
2 partie, may rather be interpreted as an a@ both of 
publicke injuſtice to his ſacred Majeftie, and private 
7njurie to my lelfe,then of D#tie,or Equitic : Yet the 
farther to confirm: the world in a truth fo generally known,and acknow- 
ledged, the more co enconrage thoſe who will Engage with mee, and the 
more powerfully wo 4:ſ2b»ſe choſe, who have hitherto unwillingly been 
involved, and oat of their fimplicicie inveigled in thoſe deſperate carer, 
I doe in the name of his moſt ſacred Majzftze, and by vertae of the pow, A, 
aid autboritie by Himgraunted co me DECLARE, | 


Hat bowvheit there hath been ( and ſell is ) a moſt Horrid, and Infamous 
T fation of Rebellr, in tbe Kingdom of Scotland, who as at firſt they did 
batch a moſt groundleſſe Reb:Vion againſt bis Majefiie of ever glyiots memyrie, 
ſo when bis Majrſtie bad grauntedthem ( by theirown confeſſion ) even all 
their violent and moſt injuft demands, they were notwithſianding ſo farre from 
being ſas fied therewith, that ( being themſelves nnable to finde any further 
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pretences ) they did perjariouſly ſollicite a partie in tbe Kingdome of England 
#0 begin there, where ſhame gg neceſſitiz bad forced them to breaks off. And when 
tbe Engliſh ( being, by much, leſſe wiched ) would often bave been contented 
with bu Majeſties extrgorainarie Coneeſieps, for as thin many did not intend 
thoſe deſp:rate lengths ( which the faiall fuccefle of 2 Rebellious warre, and the 
curl craf:inefle of ſome m11icious , bollow- hearted men did thereafter- drive 
| them wnto ) theſe n0t able Jopglerr, (40 addy ole to the fire, and to keep-green 
| wounds ſtillraw ) aid mirude tbemfeluerinto their counſells, wil they bad 
| brought aff aires into a condition paſt all care. And not contented to at thi 
their ſo b!oudie a | raged; in thefoxe-thinne alone, or asf it were behind the 
hangings, ( which indeed could never bave compaſſed all'itbeir wicked ends } 
when they bad received all Imaginable ſatisfation at home ( witneſſe their very 
own publicke AQ of Parliament, wherein they confeſſe that His Late Muijeity 
parted acoatented King from a contented people. )They pull off the v.2d, 
and appea-e in't#bat of aLyon, or rather a Wolfe, a beaſt, as farre leſſe Gene= 
rour, ſo farre mre/Crueil, Forwhew they frund thiir Bebell- brood, which they 
bad begot in England, begin 49 lefſen, and:tbat. his CMajeſties parnie appeared 
to bave by much tbe better, They, ( not onely. contrary to the dutie of SubjeRe, 
but alſo contrary to all F aith, Covenants, Oaths,Actteſtations, #o which tb 
bad'ſo ofien invoked God, bis Angells, and all the world as witneſſe, ) did enter 
2be Kingdom: of England with a firowug Armie, did perſeeute tbeir own Prince 
in a forraigne Countrey, did afſiſt ſtr ange. Rebells againſt their native Kivg, 
and all thoſe who continued in their Loyaliie to bis Majeſtie in tbat King- 
dome ; which trayteraus p-oceedings of theirs, the whole world doth know, was 
the onely cauſe which ſtopped tbe courſe of bis CMajeſties viGories, and of bring= 
ing that #nnaturall warre to ſucb a concluſion, as all good men could bave 
wiſhed. 
eAnd not aſhamed of all this ( which even many of their owne partie doe 
bluſb to own ) when bis late Majeſtie reduced ( by God knowes bow many 
Treacherics ) to thinke upon courſes of greateſt extremitie for bis ſafitie, was 
pleaſed ( of bis invincible goodneſſe, and natwrall inclination towards bis owne. 
native people, n1twithſtanding all their former T reaſons and Rebellions ) to 
commit bimſelfe to tbe proteFion of that Ignoble , and Ingratefull faGion, 
boping that whom his Greatnelle, aud their owne dutie could not oblige, His 
miſecie as leaſt, and an at of ſo great Truſt, and Confidence, might move to 
pittie, aud Compaſſion : They, contrary to all Faith, and pations, Dutie of 
Subje&s, Lowes of Hofpitalitie, Nature, Nations Divine, or Humane, az 
ation ſo barbarous, ( which ag it neugr bad any preſident that it may follow, 
- ſo wee bope it will nev2y be followed by any ſubſequent imitation ) moſt infa»

ſtians,. 


Rianty and the abomination of all mankind: ) fold their Soyer ajpne to their 
mercileſſefellow- Rebells, and fellow-Traitors, ro be by them Marthered. 
For it #1 more they #09400 evident by the frequent, and ſecrex_intercourſes both 
before, and at the time of that borrid, never enough d.t:fted parricide, and by 
their mutwall correſpondence, and familiarity ſince, that the Rebellious faQi- 
| ons in b th Nations did unanimouſly conſpire PL! plot the DeſiruGion of His 
late Gracious Majeſty, now a glarigur Mirtyr: nor is it a ſmall a0 gr #Vats- 
| on ( if any circumſt ance can aggravate ſo bloasdy a derd) that big late M ajes 


ſly juſtly jealous of their more then Panick faiths,did reſolve firſt to eng age them. 
20 bis prot:Gion before be would put bimſelfe into tbeir hands ; of which by a 
long Treaty 4nd many intercourſe; bz recerued all manner of A ſſurance. This 
$24eed they are ſo much aſhamed of, that they would. gladly. cover it with.ſome 
frivolous exculer 3 yet the (ecier guilt of their orpne conſciences, and the Pab- 
lick knowledge the World hath of ſo undeniable a Truth, ſhuts up even their 
moſt im! udent mouthes in felence. 

And ſ» little are theſe God!ie, and Religious men toncht with avy ſence 
of what miſchiever they bave already done, that they begin afreſh with bis 
Majeſtie Or now Gracious Soveraizne wpon the ſame ſcore, where 1bey left 
with bis Father of ever bleſſed memorie. They Declare bim indeed to be their 
King, but with ſuch conditions, and proviſoes, as Robb bins of allcight and 

wer. For while they pretend to give bim alittle, which he myſt accept of 
as from them, they ſpoile him of all that power and au;thoricy, which the Law 
of God, of Nature, and of the Land bath inveſted him with, by ſo long con1i- 
nued deſcent from bis famour predeceſſors : They preſſe bim to jyne with thoſe, 
who by a ſacrilegious Covenant bave cinfederated all bss Dominiins in Res © 
bellion, and laid all Royal! power in the Duſt, which in eff were no- 
thing better then that b: bimſelfe ſpruld aſperſe with infamy tbe ſacred memo- 
ry of bis ever glorious Father, that be ſbould with bis owne bands deflroy bim- 
ſelfe, and ruine all ſuch, who bave ſtil beene loyall to bimin bis thre King» 
domet. Tbeſe are the min, who firſt entring England ſollicited thoſe of their 
faftion 10 riſe in that deſperate Rebellion ( as a prolouge 20 the enſuing T ra- 

gedie which they meant to at) Tbe)e are they who were the chiefe, and maine 

inſiruments of all 1be Battaills, ſlaughters, and bloody ocezſtons within that: 
or their owne Kingdome ; Theſe are they who fold their Soveraigne, 10-4. 
bloody and infamous death ; yea theſe are they, who Fill digg in bi; Grave, and 
who are more pernitiouſly batching tbe deſtrution of bis preſent Majefty, by the 
ſame bare, old, antiquated treacherzes, then ever they 4:d that of bis moſt exe 
celknt, and moſt innocent Father. | 

TOtwichitanding all which becauſe the greateſt pa rt of.the People of 

the King lome of Scotland,” hath beene hicherto tenorantly miſguid= 
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ed to follow their Leadere, not knowing the pernicious ends their wicked 
Counſells did drive at,which they bad wrappedup in ſpecious coverings; 
but havenow moſt of them ( by Gods mercy ) their eyes opened, and 
their hearts inflamed to returne (at leaft in their deſires ) to theic due

His gracious MHajeſiie therefore, out of a Faithetly affeRion to all his 
people, and ſubje&s, eſpecially thoſe of the Kingdomeof Scotland, is 
not onely willing, and ready to parden all, and every 'one («<xcepting 
ſuch who upon. clezre evidences ſhall be found guily ofthat moſt dam- 

| Dable parricide on the perſon of Fis Deare Father ) whoupon the ſight 
or knowledge of this Qur Declaratien, doe immediate!y, or with the fick 
poſlible opp ortunity, abandon thoſe Rebels, and riſe, and joyne with 
us, and our Foiccs, in this preſent ſervice. But alſo promiterh in the 
wordof a Prince, ( which be defires all men to bz moſt affuredly per- 
ſwaded of ) that fo ſoone as God (hall be pleaſed to inable him, he will 
with the adviſe, and conſent of the lamful, and ordinary ſupreme, Judi- 
eatories in that Kinzdomegratifie and confirme whatever hath been done 
by his Royal Father, in o:d:r to their pzace. Nor doth his Majeſty re- 
quire or demand any more of then but that they would returne co their 
dutyfull cbedience, and afford him.theic faichfuil Service to revenge that 
horzid mucther of his Royal Fatber, 10 reeftablih himſclfe in his juſt pa- 
wer and Government, and to Pcocure their owne perpetuall peace and bap- 

ineſſe. 

s " what ever true Scotch-man there is, who hath any ſence 
of his duty left him towards Gad, his King, Countrey, Friends, Wife, Chil- 
dren, or Houſes, or would change ( now at laſt )) the Tyranny, violence, 
or oppreſſion of thoſe Reb. 4, wich the mild, and innocent Governmene 
of their juſt Prince, or revznge the horrid and execrable murther of cheir 
ſacred King, redeeme theic Naticn from infamy, and themſelves from 
ſlavery, reſtore the preſent, and oblige all ages to come, Let them az Chri- 
ſtianr, SubjeQr, Patriots, Frienat, Husbanas, and Fathers, joyne th:m- 
ſelves forthwith with us, in this preſent ſeryice which is ſo full of Con- 
ſcience, Duty, Honor, and all juſt intereſts.

> T may ſeem ſtrange to ſuch as know the ſtate of af- 
A? faires in this Kingdome, that we ſhould thinke ir 
22Z worth the while to anſwer the {]:nders and ground- 
leſſe reproaches of that wiperow brood of Satbas, 
& Fame: Grobame, whom the Eftates of Parliameny 
hi 1.40) bave long fince declared traytor , the Charch hath 

= 4: # delivered into the bands of the devil, and the Nation 
REESE doth generally deteſt and abbor. Since we know there 
hath been and will be in all ages a wicked rabble of godlefſe men, who 
make it their worke to follow the righteous cauſe with aſperfions and 
calumnies, and itis an endlefl: labour co anſwer every voyce that ſpeaks 
againſt the truth ; and ſeeing alſo ag length che innocencie of our cauſe, 
the integrity of our hearts , and che candor of our aRions will prevaile 


| over the maliciour tongues of our adverſaries, yer becauſe our filence may 


be ſubje& to miſconſtruion, and ſome of the weaker ſort may be in- 
veagled by the bold affertions and railing accuſations of this impudent 
Braggard, preſenting himſelfe to the view of the world, clothed wich his 
Majeſties Authority as Lievtenant Governour and Captain Generall of 
chis Kingdom : We ſhall ſhortly anſwer what is ſaid againſt us, take off 
the maike which he hath put on, and expoſe him to publick view in his 
own apparell. 

This excommunicate Traytor in the _ place, chargeth his own Natlon 
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with hatching a Rebellion in this Kingdome, then with the promoting 
the like in En:gla:d, and laſtly, with the ſale and murcher of their native 
Nos and robbing his Son of all right ; horrid crimes indeed, if erue : 

f, "ec: 

His l:ſt and main forgeries againſt us ;are,\that his Tate Majeſty being 
redaR:d to thinks on extream courſes, did engage 13 by a Treatygand ha» 
ving got ail manner of afſurance from ns, did caſt himſelfe in the hands 
ot our Army which was ſent into England for aſſiſtance of the two 
Houſes of Pactiameat againft the Popiſh,Prelaticall and Malignant par- 
ty 3 And that we, contrary to all faith, paRtiow-and duty, fold our Sove- 
raign, and afterwards complotted his deſtcuRion., and now begin upon 
the ſame ſcore with the Son, d:claring him Kipg with proviſoes,and rob- 
ing him of all right while we would ſzeme to give ſome unto him, and 
are more pernicioufly hatching the deftcution of his preſent Mijeftie 
then ever we did his ſacred Fathers, | | 

What a ſtrange contexiure of multiplied lies doth this malicious man 
heap together? In all chis, there is not ohne word true, ſave one, that his 
MaJjeſtie was reda&ed to think on extream courſes, and that makes a- 
gainft him z for Sir Thomas Fai fax, having defeated the Kings forces in 
che fields, ſuddenly reſolves to block up Oxford, where the King was in 
perſon, thinking that the ſhorteſt way to put an end to their troubles, 
wherewith bis Majeſtie bing furprized, pcivatly eſcapes with two or 
three from Oxford, &c. 

And that it is a malicious wicked device and manifeſt untruth, that wee 
ſold owr King ; wee abborre the very thought of it as ſincerely as wee dee abbo= 
minate the treacherows ations of that perfidions Traytor James Grahame, 
who, 4 a childe of the Devi”, b ates to ſpeake truth. 

As to the remainder of that which is ſaid againſt us by that wretched 
man, that wee complotted his late Majeſties deftruQion, and have Decla- 
red his Sonne King with proviſoes , robbing him of all right, and are 
more perniciouſly hatching the deacuRion of his preſent Majeftie then 
ever wee did his royall Fathers. Wee ſay ns perſon on earth bas contribu- 
ted more toward bis Majeſti:s ruine then James Grahame bimſelfe. 

In the beginning of our troubles, the Lord having put ix into the hearts 
of his people of this Land to renew their nationall Covenant formerly 
taken by King Famer, in the yeare 1580. That diſſembling Hypoerite T ames 
Grabame, then Earle of Amtroſſe, did wich teates in his eyes, and both 
his hands lifced up to Heaven ſweare the words of that Covenans unto 

the Lord, in the publick Aﬀembly of his people; but being a man of a 
meane and deſperate fortune, and no meeting with that eſteeme and re- 


ward 
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ward which be is bis vanity, propoſed to himſelfe, at the firſt pacificati- 
on he began to hearken to the promiſes of the Court,and to ſtudy a faRi- 
on withinz and hold correſpondence with the adverſe paity without 
the Kingdome, and by falſe information, t'2 d.vide his Mijeity from his 
people. His baſe and treacherous praiſes were diverſe times difcove> 
red, and himſelfe made aſhamed, yet would he not give over untill at 
length he was made priſoner in the Caſtle of Edinbwgh, and afcerward 
brought to his Tryall before che Committee, for tryall of plotters and 
incendiarics, appoynted by bis Majeſty, and the eftates of Parliament, 
where he was found guilty of perjury and treachery, and had he then:res 
ceived his due puniſhment according to juſtice, he had not troubled the 
World fince ; but ſuch was the mercy and favour of his Majeſty, andthe 
Eſtates of Parliament, as he was pardoned, and no further Cenfure in- 
fied upon him, but that bis Majeſty declared and cauſed it to be inſerted-in 
the records of Pariament, that be ſhould be incapable of any office or place, in 
the Court or Common wealth, and not bave acceſſe 10 bis HMajeſties perſon z 
yet not long after his enlargement, contrary to his owne promiſe and che 
Articles of the large Treaty betwixc his Majeſty and this Kingdome, he 
repaired to bis Majeſty in England; and obtained a Commilſion for in- 
vading his native Countrey, which ſhortly thereafter he did attempe up* 
on the South borders, and was repulſed, but rather then faile in his de- 
Ggnes, he chooſed to joyne bimſelfe with that Barbarous crew of Popitſh I- 
riſþ Rebels, which invaded this Kingdome upon the North, with whoſe 
affiſtance ( ard of ſome @nnaturall Countrymen, voyd of all Religion and bu- 
manity ) taking advantage of the qui:tnefſe and ſecurity of this King- 
dome, when their Armies were abroad in England and Irel:nd, be did eru- 
elly deftroy with the Sword diverſe thouſands of bis one Countreymen, ſpoyled 
many of their goods, burned Houſes and Corner, raviſhed Women, murtbered 
old and young, killed Miniſters, complyed with P apiſts, countenanced 1dolaters, 
and deſpiſed tbe Worbip of God ; for which abominable Crimes, and bis Re- 
bellien and T reaſon, as be was excommunicated by the Church, ſo b: was de- 
clared Traitor by the Eſt stes of Parliament, bis Coat of Armes torne, and bis 
Eſtate forefaulted : But for all this, he is not weary of committing wickednes, 
and therefore would returne into tbis Kingdome to over- al all bis former tranſ- 
greſſuons and abominations. But if be ſball come, we truſt in God it is that be 
may be brought to aſbamefull death, and curſed end, and bere receive from tbe 
band of juſtice bis deſerved puniſhment, where be bath murthered ſo many of the 
Lords people, and. Julian: liks bath made Apoſtafie from that canſe and 
Covenant to.which be war ſo Solemnly Engaged by Oath and Subſeripti- 
on. 
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To paine ſapplies abroad and affiftanceat home, this vaine wawdoth 
publiſh chis his Declaration under che name and Title of Lieveenana 
Governour ard Captaine Generali for bis Majeſty of the Kingdome of 
Swiland, Upon what bare pretencey hedid formerly obtaine a Com- 
miſhon from his late Majeſty to invade this Kingdome, we ſhall not now 
deſcant,bur we are very furethat there-v as ſcarce any a@ his Ma#* could 
have done that was more deſtruQive to his owne intereſt or more diſl- 
plealing to this Kingedome, it being expreſly contrary to the ties and 
bands betwixt King and people; and here we may juſtly retors upon 
Fames Gr ahame,that he doth begin with the Son upon the ſame ſcore thas 
he left with the Farther, for whither he bath really obtained fuch a Com 
million from his Majeſty, or doth onely abuſe his name, certainly he'is 
not capable of doing his Majefty greater diſ-ſervice then is beld forthin 
that Declaration. The King received our Commiſftons in Holland, and 
the Parlizmencs Letter, and treated with them, he denyed that tie hhzd 
g'ven any Commiſſion to: James Grabame, or any other, to invade-rhis 
Kingdome, and promifed a further anfryer co our deſires, by an Exprefle 
from himſelfe which is never yet come unto us. The ſtraine and ſcope 
of ths Declaration makes che whole Nition, the party whom his Majes 
ſy gives Commiſſion to invade and deftroy, for it condemnes all are 
proceedings of the Kingdome: even at the very firſt beginning of theſe 
tronbles, as the Rebellion of an horrid and infamous fation of Rebells; 
at firſt cauſk:f)y ha ched againſt his late Majeſty of glorious mernnory, 
noewithftandiog they were approved by his Majeſty in the yeare 163% 
at the Treaty at Berwick, wherein James Grabame himſelfe was an\ «Gor 
andconſenter.. Itcondemas all che proceedings of this Kingdome in 
the yeare 1640. notwithſtanding his Majeſtyis obligedin the large Trex» 
ty ( which is ratified in the Parliament of both Ringdomes ) for hin 
ſe!fe and higfucceffors by his promiſe 3 verbo Principis, never to comein 
the contrary thereof, nor any cliing therein contained, bai to hold che 
ſame firme and ftable in all poynrs, and that he (hall cauſe is to be rraely 
obſerved by all his Majeſties Leidges, according to the tenour and intene 
thereof for now and ever, theſe are the very words of the Treaty. And 
now what can beimagined cobe a ſecarity tothe SubjeAsof this Kings 
dome, if that which their King is ſolmnly ingaged unto by promiſe, for 
himfelfe and his ſuccefſours, in verbs Principis, and confirmed in thePar- 
liaments of both Kingdomes, ſhall not onely be queſtioned, buy cheir de- 
fires agreed unto by his Majeſty declaredto be violent andmoft unjaſt. 
Andall chisisnorenoagh' vo quarrell Treaties and Eftabliſhed lawes,and 
to accuſe the whole Nation, but they are by this Declaration accounted 
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more wicked then any in Exmgland,or 1/1 nd,this mifcrabie miſcreant is bet= 
wor phdfed with the Sebaries or the I-5ſþ Rebills, then wich bis native Caun- 
wy, whetein he declares bis Ap:iſtacy robe of fuch a ſtamp, as he can 
fooner reconcile with al! tbe World, ther with the cauſe and Covenant, 
which he did once ſweareto maintaine and defend. If he may but fic 
ar. & jadge all choſe in the Kingdome, who have kept the Oath of God, 
and made conſcience of thetr Covenanr, (hall be found acceffory tothe 
marther ard rnine of the King, and all thoſe who have per Jured them- 
felves, and madeapoſtacy from the cauſe and Covenant, as he hath 
done, ſhall be juſtified as rhe onely righteous perfor of the Nation, 
as he is pleaſed to ftylethervin bis Dectaration, Neither is chis the height 
of bis infrleney and ambition, yur inthe Frontifpeice of thac Pamphice be 
> ex3ltid to be Governcur of Scotland, as if it were a Province or Con= 
ed Nation, a tirte whicty onr Anceſtors would never endatein the 
perſon of any but the King, and we rrerft in Gol it ſhall never take place 
In this nor any ſubſequent Generaion. It itnor a (id and famentable 
thing, thav when bis Majefty hath loſt poſſeflion ofthe Kingdoms of 
England, is inliidle berter condition for Ireland, ard onely Scotland is 
defirous to imbrace him, upon grant uf their juft defices, there ſhould yet 
befacty Connfelloryabotir biy M Jefty, as would adviſe him no other 
wayer 66 corits to hiy Throne in Scotland, but by Corqueft, and before 
the Cenqueſt be made, rodeclare the Governonr, an4 to thooke that 
Governour, ſuch a onear'is more generally hared by mary degrees, chen 
any peifon of the Nation, What greater provocations can be given 
then theſe ? Or whit d:figne wor ſerhers this,can be fer on Foote to make 
_ his Majeſty and his people irreconcilable? bue we know that 15 bounds 
can be fetto the wickednefſe of this malicicus man, wtio had raihier fee both 
King and Kingdome utterly ruined, thenthat his owne defignes ſhonld 
faile, and' cherefore'we are'very unwilling to thinke that theſe things 
tredone with hirMijefties kriowledge and approbation, but rather thas 
his Majeftier Name'is abafed'in' char pretended Declaration, ot if thers 
tath beene any Commiſton granted anto him, that ic hath been fur- 
reptitioufly purchafed from his Majety ; in which opinion we defire ro 
reſt, and (hall patiently wair for his MJ:fties Anſwer coour defices now 

againe preſented ro'bis Majeſty ineve Tl: of Perſe). | 
' PFheſethings bring duely weighetand confiieced by forrain Princes 
and'States, wee traft chit fince we haveriever done any i rijary or wrong 
to'them, but have! rather” been ready ro petforme all friendly duties in 
our power, as we have had occaſion and oppormicy, and feetng'vre one= 
ly defire toenjoy our Relig? n and Liberties under his MajzRtie , accord- 
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irg to the word of God, and the Lawes and Conftitutions of this Kirk 
and Kingdome, and are moſt willing, upon juſt ſatisfaion given to our 
defires preſented to bis Majeſty, and publifhed to the world in Print, nox 
onely to receive bis Majeſty, and fubmic to his Government z but alſo to 
contribute our beſt endeavours by all lawſull and neceffary means accor- 
ding to the Covenant, and the duty of faithfu!l SubjeRe, that big Majeſty 
may be reſtored to the pzaceable polſe{ſion of tbe Government of bis other 
Kingaomes ; they will be mindfull of that Common Rule of Juſtice 
knowne by the light of nature, and confirmed by our Saviour Chriſt, 
Ihaſoever yee would that men ſhould doe ts you , doe ſo to them, And there- 
fore as they would expe& from us in the like caſe , wee doe expe& from 
them that they will neither contribute men nor moneys , nor any other 7,4 or 
aſſiſtance to a declared Traytor , who is neither ſeeking bis CMajeſties bonoxt 
and bappineſſe , nor the good of bis native Connirey, but meerly to ſati;fie bis 
own luſts and ambitions ends, and deſignes, | 

Bur in a ſpeciall manner we doe expeR from all Proteſtant Princes 
and States, that they will remember what is ſaid to Jehoſapbt for afſi- 
Ring Achab. Showldſt thou belp the wngodly , and love them that bate-the 
Lord ? therefore #s wrath wpon thee from befor tbe Lord. And that as they 
defire to keepe the Communion of Saints, they will forbeare to give him 
either Countenarce or alliſtance, bu looke upon him as a perſon juſth ex- 
cluded from civill ſociety for bis Treaſonable praiſes, and excommunicated from 
the Church of Chriſt, for bis a+4.ainable tranſgreſſuns. 

If he (hall corae into this Kingdome, we are confident that all thoſe in 
whom the ſenſe of the feare of God, duty to the King, and. affeions t9 their 
native Countrey , is not utterly decayed and extingaiſbed, will heartily: and 
unanimonſly joyne to reſiſt and oppoſe him,and to uſe their beft endeavours, 
that he mzy be brought to condigne and exemplary puniſhment, 

Bar if there ſhall be any found in the land ſo fooliſh, baſe, and treache- 
rot, as to hearken to the vaine promiſes, and empty profeſſions of tbat ſcan- 
dalows, wicked, and infamous P ampblet, publiſbed under tbe name of a Decla- 
ration of bi; Excellency James 7arqueſſe of Monroſle ; Lievtenant Governour, 
and Captain Generall for bis Majeſtic of the Kingd:me of Scotland, ( which 
in deteſtation theres, wee have cauſed burne publickly at tbe Croſſe of Edin- 
burgh, by the hand of the Common Hangman ) and ſball ayd or afſift the ſaid 
James Grahame, in bis wicked deſignes againſt Religion, King, and King- 
dome. Wee doe bereby declare all ſuch as ſhall Joyne or concaurre with bim or ki 
adberents in armes , to be guilty of High Treaſon,and to be puniſhedand pros» 
ceeded againſt as the Parliament or their Committees , (hall chiake fir;

And for the encouragement of ali ſuch as ſhall ſuffer in 
oppnling or ſappreſling them, Wee doe further declare, that not onely 
the loſſes and ſufferings of ſuch as (hall be aQive in the cauſe againſt 
them, ſhall be taken in fpeciall confideration, and repaired out of the 
Eftates of ſach as ſhall joyne in Rebellion, as aforeſaid ; but their ſervice 
(hall be rewarded, according as they (hall be found to deſerve; And wee 
doe ordaine theſe preſents to be printed and pabliſhed at the Mercax

In anſwer to a paper, intituled and reputed 
The Declaration of James Grahame. 


prec«dour thereof, as may fufficiently refute all the 
calumaies of enemies, and ftrengthen his peop'e a- 
ders and attempts for undoing of the ſame; Yet leaſt 


therein. 

In the ficſt place the inftraments of the worke of Reformation are 
charged 4s an borrid and infamomfaFion of rebells, who did batch @ rebel- 
lion againſt bis late Majzſtiz: Bur ro ſay nothing that that wretched man 
was accefſorie unto the laying of the foundation of thay blefſed worke, 
which now in the blindnefſe of his minde, and hardnefle of his heart, as 
being given up of God, ay Pharaob was, he calls rebellion. This is no - 
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ther then the common calumnie that hath been caſt apon the ſervants of 
God from the beginning of the world in all their endeavours and at- 
rempts for Reformation of Religion : Was it ceb:llion to ftand to our 
deferc:, when in ſtead of an anſwer o all the earneſt and reiterated ſup- 
plications and defires of this Land againſt the corruptions of doQtcine, 
worſhip, diſcipline, and government, wee were invaded With at Army 
both by Sea and Land, that a yoke might be wreathed 2bout our necks 
by oppreſſion and violence ? Not onely had wee the Loxds Word , and 
the praiſe of the reformed Churches abroad, and of cur owne Church 
at home in the dayes of our Fathers to juſtifiz us in chis, but alſo che 
King himſelfe z, who upon information did retraft the Declaration fer 
forth againſt ur, and grant what we had defired. 


N: xt it is charged upon this Nation, that they 4i4 ſolicite a partie in 
the Kingdome of England to beginne where they bad l:ft off , and that find- 
ing their rebell brood there beginning to leſſen, They did, contrary 10 all Faith, 
Covenants, Oathes, ec. enter with a ſtrong Army the Ksngdome of England, 
perſecute their Prince in a forreigne Nation , and affiſt a company of ſtrangers 
rebels againſt their natzve King, &e. What was the grounds and fickt riſe 
of the warre betwixi the King and the Parliament of England, needs 
not now to be repeated , being fo well knowne every where ; But this 
Nat'on were fo farre from fomenting of the ſame, that for a long tinfe 
they did mediate a peace; and fo continued, untill England by their eacr- 
neſt invitation , did ſor the preſervation and Reformation of Religion, 
the honour ar.d happineſſe of the King, the peace and good of thele 
Kingdomes, crave their aſtiſtance againſt the Popiſh, Pcelaticall and Ma- 
lignanc partie then 1n Armes, who were like to hav: deſtroyed all : For 
which end , when they had cntred in a folemne Lezgue and Covenant 
with that Nation, as they did oblige theraſelves for the defence and pre- 
ſervation of bis Majzfties Perſon and juſt Greatnefſe and Authority ia the 
defence and preſervation of Religion, fo they did never deſift to folicie 
bis Majeſty for ſatiziaQton to the Jult defires of both Kingdomes, and 

. were alwayes, upon his Majeſties granting of the ſame, willing to admit 
him to the exerciſe of his Royall Power. 


Thirdly, Iris alleaged , that after all manner of aſſurances given to bit 
Majeſty before by comming to the Scottiſh Armie , notwithſtanding of aſſi«- 
rancer, be was ſold unto the Engliſh : Bat wee are confident that albeie 
all the generation of Malignants of the "oh Kingdomes have now for 
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Three yeares together filled this a5 the Nations abroad with the noyſe 
of ſuch things y that yet to this day never any of them did, nor could 
bring any eviderc? of (ach affurance given, or ſuch bargaine made by this 
Kingdome ;z nay ſuch affurances were alwayes cefuſed , and when the 
King-did caſt kimſelfe upon the Scottiſh Army , this Kingdome was ſo 
farre from making any ſale of him, that they did not condeſcend to leave 
bim with his Subj-Qs: in England, wntill ſufficient ſurety was given by both 
Houſes of Parliament , concerning the ſafety and preſervation of bis Majeſties 
Perſon. It is zreat malice to ay , that becauſe the Scotulh Army, abous 
the time of bi: Majcties living at New- Caſtle, did receive ſome part of 
thoſe arcears due unto them for their paintull & faichfull ſervice in Eng- 
Imd, that theictore this Kingdome did ei] their King 5 The arrears 
which were then received were due before the King came unto our Ar- 
my, and in all probability had been more cimoully and cheerfully payd 
if he had not come thither at all. 


Fourthly, They are {lindered & complotters of the Kings deſtruion by 
ſecret intercourſes batb before, in the time, and ſance bis Majeſties borrid mur- 
tber : If choſe chings be evident, why were not the proofs brought forth 
and produced before the world for convincing the authors and abetters 
thereof, and gaining credic to -the cauſe of thoſe that make ſo bold al- 
leagance ? The publick 'endeavours and Teftimonies of this Kirk and 
Kingdome againſt che taking of his Majefties life , doe ſufficiently refute 
all ſuch ſecret and private whiſpering, 


Laſtly, they are charged as robb:rs of 1be King who now iz of all rightbe- 
eanſe of their declaring bim King with proviſoes : But are theſe proviſoes or 
conditions any other then ſuch as have been in the time of his predeceſ- 
fors, and wheceunto by the Lawes end conſticutions of this Kingdome he 
1s obliged, and without which, Religion, and the peace of the KingJome 
cannot be ſecured. 


Theſe, and the like {landers are made a ground of invitation unto the 
people of this Land to abandon the cauſe, and worke of Reformation, 
and to riſe in Armes againſt the Parliament and Kingdome, and joyne 
themſelves with ſuch Forces as chat Monſter of men, and hiscomplices 
ſhall make uſe of for invading of this land 3 towhich he labours co per- 
ſwade a promiſe of pardon for what is paſt, and of his Majeftiesrefolu- 
tion to beever ready to ratifie, ſo ſoon as it ſball pleaſe God to put is in bis po- 

wer:

wer, according to the adviſe of the ſupreme Judieatoriet of this King dome, all 
what bas been done by bis Royall Father, in order to owr peace, Though we 
(hould be filent and ſay nothing, we are perſwaded' that there be none in 
the Land who has any regar d to truth or righteouſneſſe, or in whom a= 
ny ſponk of the love of the Lords work, or of this Countrey does refid, 
but as they abhominate and abhor the very name of chat excommunicate 
wretch, and thinke theſe lies worthy of no other entertainment then is 
to be allowed to the deviſes of the Father o: lies, unto whoſe hands he is 
delivered ; ſo we are confident that they will deceft and avoid all fuch 
deſperate and wicked defigner, attewpted whither by him or by any o- 
ther. Shall men, «fterſo many folema vowes and promiſes before the 
Lord, atid bis hand lifted up fo high in making plaine before them, the 
way wherein they (ſhould walke, be ſobliad and bale, as to be charmed 
into a moſt godleſle courſe againſt Religion and the blood of the Lords 
people by the offer of a pardon, where there has been no tranſgrefſion but 
a following of duty ? Oc ſhall avy be che<ted into delufion by a flouciſh 
of moſt ambiguous words of his Mjeſties reſolution to be ever ready to 
ratify, ſo ſoone as it ſhall pleaſe God to put himin his power according 
to the adviſe of the ſupreame Judicatories of this Kingdome, all wha 
has beene done by his royall Fatherin order to our p:ace ? -To ſay no- 
thing, that the League and Covenant and the Union berwixt the King+ 
domes, and the whole worke of Uniformiry, is here cat off at one clap, 
though yer we craft that theſe things will be dearer to all the Lords peo- 
ple in the Land, then their Eſtates or lives: The words are ſoempty and 
doubtfull, as may ſuffer any interpretation men lift co pus upon them, 
and may confift with the utter undoing of all that has been donein this 
Land for afferting the purity of Religion, and the liberty of the Sub-

His Majeſty muft firſt be put in power, before he ingage: himfelfe to 
doeany thing at all, and when in power, fo obligation upon him, un- 
lefle che ſupreame Judicatories of the Kingdom? (ha'l fo adviſe ; neither 
is i: determined what theſe judicatories are, whither his Majefty ſhall be 
obliged to follow the adviſe, and which is more ſtrange, Religion is not 
ſo much as.nzmed in all che conceſſion, butall is wrapped under the no- 
tian of theſe chings which the King hisroyall Father granted in order to 
our peace s which may be ſo expounded as to take in things Civill onely 
that concerne the peace of the Kingdome, or at the beft, infinuates the 
motive of all that his Majeſty granted __ Religion to this King- 
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dome, to have beene onely a defire of peace, and not anything in Religh 
on itſelfe, and-ſo drawes along with it a ſecret refleQion upon the Na- 
tionall Covenant, and all the work of Gc& relating thereto, and con- 
cludes them alterable as che chapge may produce peaes or Warr, 


We thir.ke we need not defice any min to confider what could be the 
cale of Religion, and of all that love irin this Land, if it wereia the 
wer of chat pcrfidious ard pioud Acheiſt, co modell the ſfopreame Judi- 
catories of g3e Kingdume according to his minde: hee who hath fo far 
torgotten his Covenanc and Oath, in which he enterd'in fo publick and 
lolemn a waygas to call all that is contained therein,and has flowed there 
from violent and moit unjuſt defires, and'the worke of Reformation, 
from the beginning Rebellion, will noc ſpare the overturning and de- 
ſtroying thereof, and the bringing back this poore Nation gothe licking 
up of the yori of prelacy, the ceremonics and the Service-Book, for 
making way to a fuller compliance with che Churth of Rome: which 
we have the more caulc to feare, for that the free excerciſe and full liber- 
tyof Popilh Religion is granted by his Majeſty to thoſe bloody Rebells 
in Zreland. Tous itis above queſtion, that as the alteration of Religi- 
ON, ard che eftab!ilaing of an arbicrary and i! limited power for bringing 
the ſame about, was the deligne from the beginting, ſo that the ſamae is

Therefore, as th: S:rvants of the l:ving God, we warne and obteft all 
the Lords people throughout the Land, that as they would nos draw on 
themſelves the wrath ofthe moſt high God, by breach of Covenant and 
grofſe backflidingys, that they doe not hear ken to any ſuch calumni:s and 
{linderrz nor ſuffer themſelves by the power thereof to be drawnefrom

The late Generall Aﬀembly, in their Declaration, 
did by many grave and undenyable reaſons, demonſtrate the unlawtull- 
nefſe and (infullnefle of any ſuch attemps 3 and-ix (ball benow feaſona- 
ble for any man, who doubts to make uſe of theſe things for ſatisfying 
his Jadgement, and convincing him in the poynt of conſcience, that he 
may not daſh himſelfe againſt the rock ofthe Lords power, which ſhall 
certainly 
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certainly breake in peices all thoſe chas oppoſe themſelves tohis work, 
ard lead forth with the workers of iniquity, all choſe that turne afide to 
their crooked wayer. 


Albeit, the avenging hand of the moſt high, hath purſued and follows 
ed with vengeance, many of choſe who aſlifted chat unnaturall man in 
the (Ledding of the blood of his Conntrey, and that many of them have 


" taſted of the bitter fruits both of civill and ecclefizftick cenſaures, and that 
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a temptation to ſo great a wickednefſe fromſuch a one as Fames Grabame, 
ſceme to be ſo grofſe as may fcarre moſt of the Malignant party them- 
ſelver, who yet continuein oppoſition to the worke of God, let be thoſe 
who have humbled themſelves for their former complyances with evill 
courſes, or have kept their integrity without ſwarving ; yet it (hall be the 
wiſdome of all wichia the Land, to guard their hearts by prayer and ſup- 
plication, and to arme themſelyes with the ſtrength of the Lord againſt 
defeQion. Experience hath proven throughout all the traft of the 
word of God, that many hath fallen off from day to day, and that new 
trialls have produced new diſcpyeries of the hollownefſe of che hearts of 
ſome, concerning whom many did promiſe to themſelves better things ; 
none can be ſtedfaft inthe Covenant, but thoſe, whoſe hearts are righu 
with God : we.wiſh therefore every man to ſearch and try his wayes, and 
as tO repent of all his former provccations, ſoin the ſtrength of the Me- 
diator Jeſus Chrift, to ſtudy to walx with God, and to order his con- 
verfation aright; hen may we be confident that the Lord ſhall eftabliſh 
us, and that no Weapon that is formed againſt us ſhall profper, and 


thatevery Tongue that riſeth againſt us in Jadgement we ſhall con- 
mn. 
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EE that ſhall looke backe but a few yeares, and 
ſhall conſider what theſe two parties have done 
{0 ard ſuffered Ly each other. And ſhall with- 
all obſerve the preſent Style and Language Ccx- 
changed berween them, will eafily believe the

But as it is, Montroſſe is come into Scotland An incenſe

07, were tO pleade gutlitieto all rheir accuſation. 

And he comes alſo provoked by this Declaration of theirs, 
wherein they have repreſented him ( to the utmoj? power of 
Languaze ) tor ſuch,as ifthey can hereafter take hands with 
him, there will be little reaſon to doubt, but ( sf Z:tereſf 
ſhould require tt ) they can alfo make an agreement with Hel/ 
it ſelfe ; for on this ſide TH AT twill be hard to finde any 
that may beare all thoſe Tztles and Attributions they have 
beſtowed upon bm. 

This Man comes amongſt them to head a numerous d1ſcon- 
tented faFion there.

How little the governing partie 10 $:0:/and hath gained up- 
on their King, by all their addrefles to him this yeare paſt 
both in Hel/azd and at Ferſey, is evident in his Letter to'the 
Committee of Eſtates, ſent by L:ibbertoun,which hath been alſo 
publiſhed. TP 

The greateſt hope left them of hum, is, that his «Mother 
(who meets him at Beawvars In his journey to Bredz ) will 
inſtill into him ſome of her Maximes and Prexciples, that 
may d:vert him from Montvoſſe, and enclene him to cloſe 
with them ; which if 01c ſhould effeR in foure dayes, (which
